ference with American merchantmen 
by Da Qama was received by Secretary 
Herbert at 10 o'clock Monday night, 
while a small informal dance was in 
progress at the secretary's house. It 
wab transmitted in navel cipher and 
the secretary immediately sent for 
Lieut Mulligan, the cipher translator, 
of the navy department. 


Until 4 o'clock yesterday morning 


the lieutenant worked on the message, 
and at that hour landed a translated 
copy to the secretary, who had re- 
mained up to receive it

immediately prepared for Secretary 
Greshatn, and it was delivered at his 
hotsi its o'clock.
